"If the voter cannot mark his ballot 


by reason of not, being able to read, or 
for any such cause other than some 
physical infirmity, the judges should 
in the presence of the board, give him 
such, information as he may request 
but no one should be allowed to ac 
company him to the .voting shelves, o 
to assist him in marking his ballot. 


"Such voter should not be allowed 


to disclose to any one how he intends 
to vote. 


You should 
particularly observe 


the provisions found in the Book of 
Instructions on page 3, paragraph 4; 
page 6, paragraph 9. 


"No one should be allowed to remain 


in the polls during the casting and the 
counting of the Ballots, except the offi- 
cers of election, the accredited wit- 
nesses and challengers and the police 
officer. 


"All properly, accredited witnesses 


and challengers who duly present their 
credentials at the Saturday night meet- 
ing, are entitlted to be ndimtted in the 
polls on election day, but it is discret- 
ionary with the judges to admit aocred- 
ited witnesses and challengers who 
have failed to present theix uredentials 
at th Satnrdaey night meeting. 


"The challengers are allowed by law 


to keep tally of the voters, and they 
should be allowed to send information 
thereof to persons outside the polls, but 
they should not be allowed to delay 
nor interfere with the casting gf the 
ballots. 
"Your attention is called to para- 


graph 88, page 13, of the Book of In- 
structions. 


"Section 3926 of the Ohio Laws pro- 


vides that tbe^judges have full power 
and authority, and are requiid to en- 
force the peace and good order at the 
polls; to prevent and suppress tumult 
and disorder an'd any and all improper 
attempts to obstruct, disturb or inter- 
fere with the election or with the 
counting of the result; to protect the 
clerks, witnesses, challengers and vot- 
ers; and to prevent loitering in and 
within 100 feet of the polls. 
The jud- 


ges of election, or any of them, may 
order the attest of any person violating 
any of the above provisions, but such 
arrest shall not prevent a voter from 
casting his ballot, if he is entitled to 
do so. 


"Section 2926 also provides that any 


person (Willfully refusing or neglecting 
to perform any of the duties prescribed 
by that section shall be fined or im- 
prisoned, or both fined and imprisoned. 


"You should do your utmost to se- 


cure a fair and honest election, and 
you should cause the arrest of any one, 
whom you know, or by the testimony 
of credible witnesses, have good reason 
.to believe, to have either falsely or 
fraudulently registered or voted."' 


The election here shall be free from 


any fraud next Monday, if it can be 
prevented. 
No challengers will be 


permitted to pass in and out to carry 
news as to how any man votes. The 
judges oan at any time have any per- 
son arrested that is in any way at- 
tempting to cast, or secure the casting 
of any fraudulent vote. 
Bribery can 


be broken np in this city by arresting 
persons engaged in it, and Monday 
every person engaged in this kind of 
work will be taken into custody.

the directors of the association, and 
they said it was true. And not only was 
it true, but there had been new evi- 
dence turned up -that has since in- 
creased the shortage. The inspector also 
told us that the shortage in the Ports- 
mouth would be in the neighborhood 
of $2,000. This is ulso something near 
the figures. That Mayor Row is guilty 
of the charge is beyond a doubt. 
He 


was aware nearly two years ago that 
there was a shortage. During all this 
time the directors of the associations 
have been doing all in their power to 
have him adjust the matter.

day to day he has promised to do BO. 
They have held it over his head all this 
time in the hope that his friends would 
come to his assistance.

From time to time he has been 
confronted with

KENATOE OHANDLEE'S OBJECTION. 


-Calling Attention to the Situation In 


Crete, He Sadl He Did Not Feel Dis- 
posed to Jinter Into Negotiations With 
Any Power Whose Guns Were Trained 


Christians. 


Washington, April 2. — The senate in 


txecutive (Session concluded its- consid- 
eration of all amendments to the arbi- 
tration treaty, the voting on additional 
mmedments beginning at 4 p. m., after 
three hours of general debate, and in 
the hour and a half which followed 
about a dozen propositions were passed 
upon. 


Two only were adopted. Of those 


adopted, one, offered by Senator Ba- 
con, exempts the claims against south- 
ern states from the operations of the 
treaty, and the other, introduced by 
Senator Morgan, eliminates articles of 
thme' treaty. 
b 


Many of the amendemnts voted down 


were directed to putting limitations 
upon the first article. Propositions of 
this character were made by Senators 
Butler, Chilton and Bacon, and all were 
rejected by; the uniform majority of 
five. This was the result of a precon- 
certed move to sustain the committee 
on foreign relations, which took a posi- 
tion against further 
amending this 


•article. 


Senator Butler's amendment 5s a fair 


.specimen of the others offered to this 
article;. He moved to add the words 
"treaty or convention" to the article, 
making it provide for the submission 
to arbitration of all questions In differ- 
ence incapable of settlement of diplo- 
matic negotiation, treaty or conven- 
tion. Mr. Butler explained his purpose 
to be to avoid a construction of the 
language of the treaty as it now stands 
•which would permit the settlement of 
all international 
disputes by diplo- 


matic negotiations and saying that a 
"wilful chi°f executive might refuse to 
bring any International controversy to 
the attention of the senate for its co- 
operation. 


When the point was raised that this 


•was a strained construction the North 
Carolina senator called attention to the 
claim set up for Mr. Cleveland in the 
matter of Cuban independence that the 
power of recognition rested exclusively 
with the executive. 


An interesting incident of the ses- 


• slon was Senator Chandler's refusal to 
agree to a fliial vote on the treaty. 
He called attention to the dispatches 
In regard to the situation in Crete and 
eaid that he did not feel disposed to en- 
ter into negotations with any power 
•whose guns were trained upon a com- 
munity of Christians struggling to 
throw off the yoke of Moslemism. 


He also spol'e of England's conduct 


toward the Boers of the Transvaal. He 
said he would probably in the end vote 
for the treaty, but that he was not in 
the mood for it yet. 


Senator Hale ridiculed this view as 


sentimental. No day was fixed for a 
final vote.
